Although it was one of
the San Francisco 49ers’
best summer efforts here in
years, they dropped a 21-20
decision to the opportunis-
tic Rams Friday night at
the Coliseum.

It was two games in a
60-minute span. The Rams
won the first 30-minute por-
tion, 21-7, the 49ers the sec-
ond, 13.0

A Coliseum crowd of 48,
143 watched John Brodie,
the 33-year-old veteran,
complete 24 of 37 passes for
335 yards. McNeil, who was
acquired from the Cleve-
land Browns this week, gain-
ed 196 yards on 10 recep-
tions

Still, the 49ers produced
only two touchdowns—a 77-
vard Brodie to MeNeil bomb
in the second quarter and
an anti-climatic one-yard
plunge by Ken Willard in
the final seconds of the
game,

The Rams were leading,
21-13, when Willard finish-
ed an 89-yard advance for
his window-dressing touch-
down,

Offensively, the Rams
never scored on a sustain-
ed drive

Two of their touchdowns
were set up by 49er fum-
bles and the third score
came on a perfectly execut-
ed 63-yard touchdown pass
play from Roman Gabriel
to Bernie Casey.
